THE extension the work nurses the schools perhaps 
the most striking development recent nursing progress. form 
preventive work exciting more lively and widespread interest the 
public mind than this. Inquiries are coming from the whole country, 
and the New York Board Health besieged with letters. pamphlet 
giving all details being issued the Health Department that city, 
and, with the one previously issued the medical inspection, will 
supply towns now planning this work with information. From all points 
view this success should peculiarly gratifying nurses, and should 
stimulate them fresh endeavors. More than any other branch 
nursing, the public-school offers the opportunity for public service 
high type, because closely related with all the forces working 
for good citizenship. Men and women who are defending the right 
the children good education—those who are fighting the evils 
child-labor, bad housing, unsanitary cities, homes turned into 
work-shops, are all eagerly the nurse, with her practical 
ability and her intimate touch with the people, ally. 
nursing means immense deal more than just tying small cuts (this 
limited conception being held the English lay nursing press). 
means the opportunity for prevention and health missionary work even 
more extensive than that the district nurse, out whose devcled 
labors has grown. visiting nurse and her coworkers have supplied 


the first impetus this branch the care the public health, and 
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have demonstrated its possibilities and given object lessons what 
should both England and home. achievement which 
they have every reason proud. branch work shows 
prettier way the dependence medicine for good results nursing, 
the necessity rounding out the plans men the personal solicitude 
women. The neglected children formerly excluded from school 
the medical inspectors played the street without treatment and 
lost their schooling well. Now, with the practical details given over 
the nurse, the medical inspectors are thoroughly examining the eyes 
and the whole physical condition the school children, and the whole 
immense field physical development, nutrition, and life conditions 
the child, being opened intelligent scrutiny. every city where 
there are school nurses organizations nurses should lead the agita- 
tion for their appointment.

THE FUTURE OUR ASSOCIATIONS 


How are our associations improved? After con- 
sidering the many lines work and interests that are open our local 
associations comes the question: Are they alive their many pos- 
sibilities, are they not? Now, answer this truly, let all 
perfectly honest and candid with ourselves. polite generalizing. 
amiable rose-coloring statement. have few excellent asso- 
ciations, that excellent work, where there esprit corps and 
where traditions are handed down that keep the younger ones inspired. 
But not fact that nine-tenths our meetings are deadly dull; 
waste time; bore and affliction spirit? That all the work 
done two three overburdened people? That the others not 
even feel interest what the few are doing, far less support and 
encourage them? know associations where nothing but the nice 
cake and coffee draws few members together others, where the younger 
members only appear when they have some extra-fine clothes; others, 
where the whole time spent wearisome hair splitting parliamen- 
tary procedures,—nothing live, nothing vital, nothing inspiring. Then, 
hear complaints that the members will not come meetings, that the 
new graduates will not join, and that the old ones are stupid. Enough 
criticism. all know the state the case. What done? 
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the first place, our opinion that greatly more determined 
and systematic attempt should made bring into the associations the 
oncoming classes. should matter course that the graduating 
class would enter the Association body. But there are 
very few schools where this occurs. the contrary, quite the 
rule that out every graduating class, say twenty, three, four 
join the Why this? because the have 
shown interest securing membership? this has been 
left the women, whose daily duties are 
steadily becoming more complex and numerous. 

The Superintendent’s duty this matter easily defined. She 
should see that during the entire period training the hospital 
the pupils receive proper instruction regard their obligations the 
profession which they are preparing enter. should done 
informal talks from time time class, with perhaps once year 
lecture the whole school given either the superintendent herself 
some one selected her. 


Then short time before the senior class graduates members the 
alumne association should given opportunity spend evening 
with the class, acquainting the members with the object the association, 
what stands for, what trying do, and how can helpful 
the individual nurse. 

Having given the association this opportunity, the super- 
intendent’s obligation the association regard the matter secur- 
ing new members end. 

would suggest, however, that the superintendent fails 
invite the alumne for such conference with the graduating class, that 
the alumne take the initiative and request that this privilege may 
granted committee its members. 

After the pupils have left the hospital then becomes the business 
the and not the business the superintendent bring the 
new graduates into the association. 

will predict that this yearly talk was given members 
the association outside the hospitals, there would results; not 
all once, but results. 

Having done this, and invited the class join whole, the 
Association might easily make some little informal social affair wel- 
come them and make them feel that there social center and bond. 
meetings, routine business should transacted quickly 
possible and put out the way. frightful amount time wasted 
over unimportant details, which could dispatched with word and 
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moment; also waiting for tardy members make quorum. More 
time should given informal social gatherings, where members could 
move about and meet each other, instead sitting around the wall like 
row images. Most important all, some work real importance, 
and genuine usefulness should taken yearly, and associations might 
well divided into departments, like the women’s clubs, each department 
having its special work. Every member the association should 
one these thus all would feel share the interest and 
responsibility, which now are loaded two three chairmen com- 
mittees, the president. 

Instead making routine monthly reports the all 
sounding exactly alike, and consisting principally names, associations 
could report when something was done; when achievement had been 
completed when some worthy success had encouraged them. 

have given these pages what consider the ideal lines 
development with the ideal division work and interests for the 
future life and up-building our organizations. 

The Association has been powerful factor the develop- 
ment national unity; can extended meet the needs the 
growing future; possible overcome the fostering school lines 
and the narrowing interests which the present time seem 
threatened danger?

nurses Baltimore are agitating the question central 
directory and the last quarterly the Johns Hopkins magazine 
gives the opinions nurses lines work, both for and 
against the establishment such directory. This subject which 
think should given very careful consideration all our organiza- 
tions, regarding not from the commercial standpoint, but one 
the lines broader professional growth. are gradually coming the 
opinion that the alumne directory, now managed least, tends 
foster school lines and this way detriment professional 
growth. 

Miss Maderia the Baltimore discussion has brought out idea 
which think very great value. She says: “In many ways 
think Central Directory good thing, bringing all schools together 
and making all stand our own feet individuals, rather than 
being known simply graduates from certain school.” think 
Miss Maderia has touched point very great importance and one 
which may the cause the lack broad liberal professional growth 
the part the members many our associations. 

the directory nurse sent for, not because the 
quality her work, but because she graduate that particular 
school. not being demonstrated, least some places, that, 
because this easy way securing “cases” without competition 
personal effort the part the woman, she sometimes deteriorates 
both character and skill; and may this not account some degree 
for the fact that physicians prefer the younger women fresh from the 
discipline and the methods the training-school 

the centres where there are large numbers registered nurses, 
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believe that central registry governed county graduate 
association would not only serve stimulant professional develop- 
ment but prove great convenience the public, and under proper 
business management would lead the establishment libraries and 
meeting-places for the women the nursing profession, regardless 
school lines. 


CENTRAL FOR GRADUATE NuRSES CLEVELAND, OHIO. 


press learn that central directory has been estab- 
lished Cleveland, and brief outline the history this registry 
may interest the readers the JouRNAL. 

About two years ago the registry was established graduate nurses, 
and the registrar appointed was graduate training-school 
good standing. 

For two years the registry has not been success, simply because the 
graduate nurses Cleveland failed appreciate the effort that had been 
made their interests. Without the best nurses the registry list, 
the medical profession, although anxious good registry, 
not give their support. The financial burden for the two 
unsuccessful years was gracefully borne the Graduate Nurses Asso- 
ciation, because felt that Cleveland needed such registry; that the 
medical professsion was entitled the convenience, and that was one 
small step the way raising the standard nurses. 

October the nurses finally decided patronize the registry, 
and now there membership above one hundred, representing the 
best nurses the city. 

The registry now receives many calls, and the members feel that 
they now have the the medical profession. 

All applications are sent the registration committee. This com- 
mittee has worked long and steadily under the most discouraging cir- 
cumstances, yet not one its members doing private nursing. Such 
untiring and faithful effort bound finally bring its reward, and

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NURSES’ UNIFORMS WORN THE STREET 


sickroom supposed wear clean clothing, her uniform 
washable material that may clean and not hold the germs 
disease. She expected put perfectly clean wash dress after 
going into the house patient, and change least once week, 
oftener, occasion may require.

Nurses hospitals are not supposed wear their uniforms 
the street outside the hospital; the only nurses who are permitted 
this are the visiting nurses. Some hospitals are more exacting than 
others regard the enforcing this rule, and some nurses will 
out the sly their uniforms, knowing that they are breaking rule 
the hospital, well law hygiene. 

skirt that has been worn our street-cars, trailed over our 
sidewalks, slimy with expectoration, drabbled through the mud the 
streets sloppy weather, danger any sickroom. Patients whose 
resisting power has been weakened any kind illness are peculiarly 
susceptible the contagious diseases, especially tuberculosis and 
diphtheria, two diseases that give off their most dangerous poison from 
the discharges from the lungs, throat and nose. 

woman who will wear her uniform the street has either been 
badly trained disregarding one the most important laws 
regard public health which her training-school has taught her; she 
unsafe person have the home, and the public should not employ 
such women, and would rot understood the danger having 
her dirty skirts the home. 

Furthermore, the wearing the uniform makes nurse conspicuous 
wherever she may the fact that she wears long coat over her dress 
and apron, particularly when the coat left flying open the front and 
slashed the waist the back, does not conceal her identity pro- 
tect her dress from the contamination the street. 

fact, the long coat holding the skirts down, causes greater 
amount dirt adhere the garments. 

England nurses have worn uniforms the street until the 
dress has been adopted very widely women disrepute, who wish 
gain entrance the homes the people for dishonest purposes, 
until has become great abuse all Great Britain. 

nurses except the district nurses can justified being seen 
the streets uniform. This special class nurses should dis- 
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tinguished the fact that they are going earnestly about their business, 
not shopping the stores walking the streets with young men, and 
those nurses the uniform protection, although many cities 
the district nurses into the very heart the slums without any dis- 
tinguishing costume. 

The wearing the nurse’s uniform the street first all 
unsanitary for the reasons which have cited, and unprofessional 
because advertises the occupation the wearer and makes her con- 
spicuous. think can truthfully say that the custom condemned 
all nurses the highest ideals. think matter that should 
taken nurses’ organizations, and recommend little news- 
paper publicity such character that the people will made under- 
stand the dangers the practice and that only nurses the second 
and third rate, rate all, who are seen about street-cars, stores, 
restaurants and theatres their nursing costume.

has been found that great many nurses have neglected comply 
with this condition the law; large numbers not registering their 
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certificates all, and many who did register them promptly after 
being received, have failed re-register accordance with the require- 
ments the statute January, 1906. 

least one city the county clerk has refused re-register such 
certificates after the January limit had expired. appeal the 
Education Department Albany has brought the following ruling from 
Dr. Howard Rogers, First Assistant Commissioner Education, 
letter addressed Miss Sophia Palmer, President the State 
Board Nurse Examiners, which says: 


reply your communication February asking for ruling the 
matter the re-registration nurses during the month January, 1906,

The clause requiring that every registered nurse shall the month 
January, 1906, and every thirty-sixth month thereafter again cause his her 
certificate recorded the county clerk’s office, directory its 
terms and penalty attaches the re-registration not made. Further, the 
county clerks the various counties may within reasonable time after 
January 31, 1906, accept and record re-registrations under this act. 

the other hand, nurse does not record his her certificate again, 
required the statute, within reasonable length time, they cannot use 
the letters after their names claim registered nurse within the 
meaning the said law. Should they without such re-registration continue 
use this title, term themselves, they would guilty misdemeanor 
and could proceeded against under section 209 the law. 


Our understanding the matter that will the duty the 
New York State Nurses’ Association the regular April meeting 
call for investigation through the county associations the manner 
which the conditions the law are being complied with regard 
the registering and re-registering certificates with the county clerk. 

The terms the waiver will haye expired and the full conditions 
the law will then into effect. 

All organizations affiliated with the state association should the 
meantime take this matter up, appoint committee examine the 
books the county clerk and notify delinquent members the penalty 
prolonged delay. 

Having secured the passage the Nursing Act certainly the 
duty the state association through its members see that every 
which contains fully enforced. 


upon THE New Law. The New York State 
nurses are little flurry excitement over bill introduced 
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Senator Cooper February 19th, known Senate bill No. 462, which 
has for its object the repeal the Armstrong bill which became law 
April 27th, 1903, and the establishment Commission for the regula- 
tion the practice nursing, composed three medical gentle- 
men drawing the modest salaries 7500, 4500 and 4000 respectively, 
with board five examiners, composed also physicians. 

This bill was also introduced into the House Assemblyman 
Dowling the and the promoter the bill, are rightly 
informed, Dr. Edward Hicks Brooklyn. 

After providing liberally for offices both Albany and New York, 
and paid clerical force, the duties the Commission are outlined 
detail. give only those most important for want space. 

The Commission inspect least once year all training 
schools institutions which may any way connected with train- 
ing supervise the training all student nurses such train- 
ing schools, regulating the hours service, rest and recreation, 
receive and remedy complaints made any pupil, nurse official 
any citizen concerning the administration such training schools; 
formulate curriculum study and make rules and regulations 
governing the examination student nurses and the granting 
diplomas the same. 

The said Board shall hold and conduct examinations applicants 
for licenses practice nursing, all applicants whatever class having 
first pass examination before being granted this license. 

Candidates for the Board Examiners are nominated the 
governor for appointment the Medical Society the State New 
York and the Homeopathic Medical Society, according the terms 
this bill, but not understand that this provision any sense 
any way authorized either Society. 

opposing this measure the nurses will have the support the 
legislative committee the Society the State New York, 
and all training schools, which this measure were become law 
would deprived all independent management their own institu- 
tions, and the more liberal and intelligent men and women the 
State who gave their active support the passage the Armstrong 
Bill, the administration which law the Regents the University 
the State New York has proved even greater value than 
was anticipated. 

cannot deny that there may abuses existing some schools, 
such long hours, poor accommodations, unsatisfactory food and unjust 
treatment pupil the hands arbitrary superintendent, but 
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all such abuses will remedied time through the educating in- 
fluence the Armstrong statute being administered through 
the Education Department Albany. 

The Cooper bill providing does liberal salaries for many 
men certainly suggestive politics and graft when compared with 
the modest expenses which are entailed the Education Department 
and the Nurses’ Board Examiners the administration the 
present law. From 1800 2000 dollars per year would cover the 
salaries paid the examiners and the clerical duties are 
formed the regular force the Education Department. 

Mrs. Marian Brockway, 182 West 73d Street, New York, the

Association, calling upon the legislative committee the 
societies throughout the State for cooperation opposing the Cooper 
bill. all active oposing this most pernicious measure.

During the year the standard cleanliness the schools has been 
much improved. Children, encouraged the nurses, take baths more 
clean clothes are put oftener; the nails and hair are kept 
better condition; tooth-brushes are used now parts the daily 
cleaning-up process, where they were quite unknown before. Children 
with trachoma bring their dispensary cards regularly the nurse 
the school, that she may see that the treatment being received. 
Skin diseases, such ringworm, impetigo, favus, etc., the nurse takes 
care the school, and the child being allowed remain does not 
lose any time. 

The visits the homes very important feature, and much 
valuable work being done teaching the parents what required 
them. They are instructed keeping the children clean, carrying 
out treatment begun school the nurses, obtaining glasses for the 
children with defective sight, and taking children their physicians 
dispensaries for treatment. Where the mothers are ill cannot leave 
home account many other smaller children, the nurse takes the 
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children the dispensary herself. The number trachoma cases 
looked after the nurses has increased rather than diminished. This 
due the fact that they are under much better supervision, since the 
staff has increased. More visits can made, consequently, more 
children looked after and cured. Time can taken get under treat- 
ment younger children the homes, who have not yet been school. 

The parents, too, are beginning realize through this teaching the 
importance having their own eyes cared for, and not unusual 
find the dispensary with their children receiving treat- 
ment themselves. Moreover, many unsanitary conditions are brought 
light, during the nurses’ visits the homes. Instances are found 
where children sent home with scabies work the sweat-shop clothing 
and carry and from the shop. Cases contagious disease not 
reported (tuberculosis, measles, etc.) are also found, and many other 
non-observances the law. These are all reported the proper divi- 
sions. Where destitute family found, the relief societies are notified 
and the proper aid given. During July and August, while the 
schools are closed, the nurses are assigned “summer corps” work. 
Their duties are make inspections the tenements and where child 
under one year age found they forward card indicating the 
general conditions and health. case illness, the nurses are detailed 
take care the child until well and give careful instruction 
regard feeding and hygiene.

NURSING AFTER GASTRO-ENTEROSTOMY

only since the world large has begun distinguish appendi- 
citis from old-fashioned stomach-ache that has learned put faith 
the operation appendectomy. like manner, people are now becom- 
ing acquainted with the operation gastro-enterostomy, for the cure 
those stomach disorders which used loosely classed under 
the head dyspepsia, well for the more advanced stages gastric 
and duodenal ulcer and cancer, relieve which this sort 
operation has long been done. 

nurses are not concerned with making the diagnosis, nor need 
stop debate the question medical surgical after-treatment. 
Our business with the actual manipulation the patient, and inas- 
much this branch stomach surgery becoming common, few 
words its nursing may not come amiss. 

order that the nurse may intelligently codperate the surgeon, 
she must know the general outline what done. ‘The operation 
gastro-enterostomy consists making new opening and union 
between stomach and bowel. device ensure drainage; for 
although normal stomach empties itself not gravity but contraction 
diseased conditions may not able its regular work. 

Methods operation vary, most our surgeons doing the gastro- 
jejunostomy recently perfected the Drs. Mayo, where posterior 
anastomosis made between the lowest point the stomach and the 
adjacent first part the jejunum, thus avoiding loop the bowel and 
the called “vicious circle,” backflow bile into the stomach. 

Doctor’s orders for internal preparation the patient also vary, 
from sterilized foods and stomach lavage with sterile water for two 
days beforehand, precautions whatever, except ensure empty 
stomach and bowel for twelve hours previous 

The stomach itself sensitive only when pulled upon, that 
minimum quantity can given during the actual work 
upon it. The patient need have little, any, post-operative vomiting 
where the anesthetic skillfully given; may feel proud that 
from the cases nurse anesthetist, with over thirteen thousand 
thesias her credit, that this has been proved. 

After the patient returned bed, there may blood 
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vomited. Although bright first, this becomes each time darker and 
more scanty. 

The nurse will watch for syncope, hemorrhage from stomach 
bowel, and later for symptoms indicating toxic absorption. Extra pre- 
cautions against cold should taken, stomach cases seem especially 
liable pleurisy and pneumonia. The patient may indeed complain 
pain,” the high incision affects muscles used breathing, 
that respiration apt shallow for the first forty-eight hours. 
Temperature and pulse are the best indicators here safety danger. 

When well out from the the patient raised and propped 
with pillows sitting position, which kept continuously for the first 
few days and nights, promote drainage.

CHILD LABOR

Nurses’ Settlement, New York 


National Child Labor Committee met Washington 
December last, serious gathering few overworked men and women 
the interests the working children this great nation, whose 
condition fast becoming the humiliation America. England had 
the scandal wage slavery children tender years the begin- 
ning the last century, but the people the United States have not 
had enough wisdom humanity learn her experience how pro- 
tect those who are helpless protect themselves against the exploit- 
ation sordid-minded employers indifferent public. 

respect the employment young children, America does not 
rank with highly civilized countries like England, Germany and France, 
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but with Spain, Italy, and Russia. Child labor has been extending with 
frightful rapidity our midst for number years, and was discour- 
aging learn, from the reports read the convention, that spite 
agitation going many States, and the fact that some thirty-five 
States now have some kind restrictive legislation, child labor 
the increase, owing the multiplication factories, both cotton 
and glass.* The great manufacturers who employ children young 
seven and eight years old for from twelve fourteen hours 
day and from ten twelve night, make various excuses defend 
their greed. Sometimes the plea giving the children knowledge 
trade; sometimes the sentimental explanation widowed 
mother sometimes the frankly mercenary declaration that without child 
labor they cannot run their business. 

Owen Lovejoy, his paper read Washington, said regard 
the widowed excuse most frequently met the 
plea for the poor widow’ who will left without support her little 
boy and girl are taken from the factory store. every commu- 
nity she found, and the advocates her cause are both numerous 
and powerful. Men commanding position the community, 
business men and philanthropists, openly avow the justice the 
employment children tender years, labor that dwarfs the body 
and stifles intellectual growth, because the poor widow would suffer 
for bread they were emancipated. The plea plausible one, 
but the facts not justify its claim. Only small proportion those 
whose little children are employed hard labor are poor widows,’ 
and for these dare believe society can better afford make adequate 
and honorable provision, recognizing their service the community 
the care their young, rather than that the young, the only real 
wealth the community can boast, should made meat offering the 
hunger the parent. Let forever put shame this brazen slave- 
master childhood which poses philanthropy showing that what- 
ever the sacrifice, the children our generation shall not made the 
means livelihood any member the community.” 

the plea not being able keep business without 
child labor, the members the national committee are one 
holding that business which really depends this dreadful necessity, 
and which cannot exist except the price ruining the future citi- 
‘zens the republic, not worth keeping, nor any people able 


“An estimated increase two millions was the Washington 
meeting. 
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The work the National Child Labor Committee awaken 
the public conscience, and arouse the government the necessity 
doing for our future citizens what the Department Agriculture does for 
the farmer the way disseminating information, and furnishing 
protection for crops and trees, for lobsters and fish. that end 
are planning ask Congress for Federal Children’s Bureau, which 
shall deal entirely with questions relating children, study and 
investigate, collate with every other department, supply information, 
and stimulate progress everything which concerns the children 
our country.

Fort has ever been stoic, witness tragic scenes and 
strife. the old days she opened her welcoming, protecting arms 
our soldiers returning from bloody combat with the warriors 
Now, with quiet matter-of-factness, that does not mean indifference, she 
shelters those who fight fiercer, more unrelenting and insidious foe 
than ever before stalked these wild plains, thirsting for victims. 

While the generals science marshal their forces, planning with 
interest most minute and tense campaign that shall forever rout this 
foe, the present victims breathe hope the healing air the New 
Mexican hills, endeavoring rest and relaxation rebuild vitality 
that shall strong enough cause the enemy retire. 

mother could kinder her boys than Uncle Sam his sick 
soldiers and sailors. The two hundred and sixty-eight ambulant patients 
are subjected few restrictions other than those which their life 
the service has accustomed them. only requirement absolutely 
insisted upon that they should rest for certain periods daily. They 
roam will through the wild country surrounding the Fort. Fine 
recreation and reading-rooms and well-stocked library are their 
disposal. There lack lectures, local theatricals and other enter- 
tainments. All this appreciated and enjoyed with chronic cheerful- 
ness that itself does much put the “bug” rout. With splendid 
indifference with laugh gibe curse they face the foe; whine 
rarely heard. Nor they hide their heads self-deceived. They 
but never yet has knowledge bred fear. 

Then there our hospital proper—two buildings, each able 
accommodate forty more patients. One receives the patients newly 
arrived the Fort, the other those the ambulants who require medical 
treatment and nurses’ care. Here elsewhere reliance rests upon 
the old tripod, good food, rest and fresh air. The work the infirmary 
cannot fail sad, for spite all that can done one occasionally 
overhears the standard good-bye: Well, boys, pass checks 
to-night.” They rarely wrong. One such cases was 
sergeant, twice honorably mentioned for gallantry action, and the 
indifferent possessor medal honor. The deeds had done were 
natural man his calibre that did not see why they should 
call for remark. They were nothing. Many time had rushed 
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through the old sallyport escape the foe, but this time had brought 
his enemy inside. Pain was his mortal fear, not for itself, only lest 
should weaken and make child him.

More than once 
home now New York, apparently well. man iron nerves, 
cynic who was, however contradictory may appear, hyper-sensitive 
his consideration for others. even tried suppress hemorrhage one 
morning while breakfast was being served lest the appetites his 
comrades spoiled. The tell-tale little cough course made this 
impossible. His first remark after was all over was apology for the 
discomfort had caused the others. 

The following record remarkable case interesting and encour- 
aging. The patient was extremely nervous, almost hysterical man: 

“Transfer card from Hospital, Fort New York. 
Chronic Pulmonary Tuberculosis, involving both upper lobes. History 
previous admission: Has had several hemorrhages one time for 
three nights succession. 

August 1905.—Admitted Infirmary June 17, 1905, account 
hemorrhage, 200 Bloody sputum continued for some days. 
patient had nineteen hemorrhages from July present date (August 
3). The respective dates and quantities each one follows:

eight days total ........... 4.775 
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Average temperature, pulse and respiration during these days was: 
A.M. 97.2 101.4 114 
Patient fairly well nourished, but rapidly losing weight. 
Appetite poor; digestion poor; sleeps poorly; extremely nervous. 


October 29.—Transferred ambulant tents. The patient now 
(not quite five months later) able hunt arrowheads the old battle- 
fields among the hills surrounding our post. 

The main points the treatment this case, all similar cases 
here, seems keep the patient’s nervous system quiescent state, 
and lessen reduce the blood pressure. This accomplished liquid 
diet diet for short time and the interdiction all stimulant. 
The treatment adrenalin, frequently referred to, appears not 
have found favor this institution. ice-bag placed over apparent 
seat hemorrhage, and continued for twenty-four hours after all 
indications hemorrhage cease. Hot water bags are applied lower 
limbs, and there are any signs nervousness morphine .016 hypoder- 
mically given. Absolute quiet enjoined, the patient lying back 
with head low. any case, however slight the hemorrhage, the patient 
kept quietly bed for two weeks. The third week may sit chair 
and bath. the end the fourth week is, all well, usually 
transferred ambulant tents. While this fair sample treatment, 
modified course fit the needs the variety temperaments 
met with. 

The officers’ hospital consists the dormitory, styled Hotel

The nurses find their work most interesting. They have eight- 
hour duty, and conscientiously spend part each day breathing ozone 
the hills, preventive any possible inroad the dread disease 
among themselves.

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THE NURSING NERVOUS PATIENTS 


hear some one remark, Oh, have only ner- 
vous case. doesn’t amount much. read and drive and 
such things,—really cinch, you know.” But the nursing ner- 
vous patient not cinch any is, practically speaking, 
the most difficult form nursing. 

the first place, one must not nervous oneself. One must 
one’s nerves, and when this has been accomplished, then there 
comes the difficult task trying make the patient become uncon- 
scious hers, and still treat those self-same nerves with all the proper 
respect that their owner demands and expects. 

There are many methods, these days modern science, which 
nervous patients are treated; many great men who are their 
whole lives this important study; but think that can safely 
that one and all these methods and their originators agree that 
very essential feature the treatment. 

There the famous rest-cure treatment (of Dr. Weir Mitchell) 
where the nurse must give the patient massage and electricity,* either 
local general. are baths given stated times; diets 
attended to. Certain hours for sleep, certain hours for recreation, 
watched over. 

Again have patients who must taken out and amused; there 
are stores, theatres, art galleries and museums visited. 

nurse may attend faithfully all these details, but will 
little avail unless she understands and sympathy with her 
patient. 

Every person the world has his her own peculiarities, and the 
nervous patient is, course, abounding them. Now these peculiari- 
ties must studied faithfully, and one must able judge whether 
for the good the patient humor them ignore them. 

course there the general advice given regarding nervous people, 
“Keep their minds off themselves,” but this must not done too 
quickly. Never let patient know that you are trying draw her 
away from herself. will probably either lead think that she 

very ill, and that you are trying keep from her, or, the 
other hand, you will hurt her feelings making her realize that her 
troubles are imaginary, and that you are trying divert that imagina- 
tion. 


Years ago Dr. Mitchell’s nurses never gave the massage and electricity. 
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Always try learn glance your patient whether her mind 
need light subjects, more weighty matters; and, again, 
learn when you are talk and when keep quiet. 

Always make the patient whom you are attending your particular 
study that time; take her you would some new language, and learn 
well her moods and tenses, her conjugations and expressions. 

Whatever you do, intelligently, for nervous persons are quick 
distinguish lack intelligence. 

fear that the general idea is, among nurses, that nervous 
patients are more less fakes, use slangy expression. 

often hear nurse remark,—with shrug her shoulders, 
and half satirical Oh, she’s only neurasthenic,” or, She’s 
hysterical, that’s all, don’t bother with her.” 

that nurse will stop moment consider, she will realize that 
both neurasthenia and hysteria are diseases, and must treated accord- 
ingly. Truly, both these diseases are practically uncontrolled 
state the nerves. But are the nerves uncontrollable condition 
strong, healthy person? 

must build their systems with proper food and exercise, and 
the same time feed their minds with healthy thoughts. 

once read letter from well-known physician which, writing 
about the diagnosis patient, said: Miss had another attack 
last night; during each one these attacks, which are growing more 
frequent, she appears suffering untold torture. seems 
form hysteria, and yet the term widely misunderstood, that 
one hates mention connection with intelligent person.” 

Later wrote, Thanks good nursing and the proper care her 
diet, Miss has regained her strength, and has almost fully 

Above all things, the care the nervous, remember bright, 
date, thoughtful, cheery, but withal firm, and will find often 
that these details are more essential than the giving electrical 
treatment the dot the minute ordered.

STATE SANITARIUM BEELITZ 


Beelitz, about hour’s ride from Berlin, institution 
which regard being about the most remarkable that have ever seen.

Not only institution peerless and unique, but its manner 
foundation peculiarly interesting and characteristic Germany, 
and different from anything known our American experience 
that before describing some account must given the 
state insurance laws Germany. other country Europe has 
such legislation Germany regard provision for old age and 
sickness among working classes. generally well known that Ger- 
many leads the world to-day organized war upon tuberculosis and 
wide-spread and efficient system sanitaria, but not equally well- 
known that this development sanitaria the direct result—certainly 
result not foreseen the founders the laws—of the compulsory 
insurance against invalidity. 

Without attempting thorough scientifically detailed account 
this legislation, which indeed would require pages and pages print, 
will try only give simple outline the characteristic features 
the laws and the way they work. 

1st. The sick funds. 

The laws regulating this are older and are not part the old 
age and invalidity insurance. They aim provision for short, acute, 
curable illness, such treated general hospital. All working 
people must belong Krankenkasse” either their locality 
town, and the principle is, that the laborer himself pays small weekly 
contribution (only few cents week) and the employer also pays for 
each his employees weekly contribution. Then for each person the 
public funds contribute certain share. This fund provides for tempo- 
rary illness.

The principle the same the sick 
fund: every worker pays fixed sum (very tiny) and every employer 
pays for each employee fixed sum, and the state adds for each insured 
person about twelve dollars year.

Now the far-reaching and impressive result this part the 
compulsory insurance laws shown the fact that, from being 
simply incoming-paying relief agent sickness, the state insurance 
has developed into the most gigantic and systematic agency for pre- 
vention preventable illness and for the curing early stages 
eases which tend become incurable neglected. 

was found that was better prevent invalidity than just 
support it, and therefore over the entire German Empire the state 
insurance has established sanitaria for all debilitating diseases but 
preéminently for tuberculosis. This the unique feature that im- 
pressed most Beelitz, for must remembered, these Sanitaria 
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are entirely for the working populations, not for “pay patients.” 
There are plenty other sanitaria under private management where 
the “2d and class” invalids can treated. For convenience 
administering the law the whole empire divided into districts, and 
the sanitarium Beelitz belongs the district which comprises solely 
the city Berlin. Owing the large population this district and 
consequent wealth the insurance department Beelitz the finest all 
the state sanitaria. has something like three and quarter million 
dollars—thirteen million marks. This sum may give idea its 
capacity and adequacy. situated district pine and fir 
forest, which owns immense tract, not know 
how much. one side its tract lies the tuberculosis colony, and 
the other side the colony for rheumatics, nervous and debilitated cases. 
is, course, the aim send all cases early stage possible. 
present the pavilions accommodate only four hundred patients 
each side, the plan enlarge the bed capacity according ne- 
cessity. Thus the administration buildings, power house, electric plant, 
kitchen, laundries, sterilizing departments, store-rooms and cold-storage 
are all built upon scale which will make them easily adequate 
trebled even quadrupled demands, and, the near future, several 
hundred beds will added for women the tuberculosis side. The 
distances are naturally great, and there are underground passages 
tunnels which did not into. The first thing that strikes one 
the extreme beauty the architecture all buildings, copied from 
old German styles, being combination red brick, yellowish brown 
plaster, and timbering, with dull red tiled roof. Next striking the 
tuberculosis side are the rows scattered groups little wooden shacks 
where the patients recline their long chairs. They not sleep out 
doors here, the air damp night, but spend the whole day 
lying these little half-open, half-covered shelters, placed with their 
backs the prevailing winds, and open sides the sun. The 
pavilions proper are single ones, one for men and one for women, 
built the same beautiful style the other buildings and two stories 
high. have never seen more beautiful pavilions, superb with the 
effects spaciousness and the sumptuousness modern aseptic fittings, 
white tilings and glass, nickel, marble, and porcelain. the aseptic 
splendor added charm ornamental and unexpected architectural 
details lines and proportions. Thus the great dining-halls the 
windows are not just fine big windows but are artistically delightful 
windows that one’s eyes rest upon with pleasure. The ceilings are not 
just plain ceilings but are beautiful Gothic ceilings, and the men’s din- 
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ing-room especially not unlike the hall state German Rathaus. 
the way each dining-hall has orchestrion make music during 
meals. Also, exceedingly pleasing color effects have been introduced 
stenciling the lines dado and ceiling artistic leaf patterns and 
soft colors. This all oil paint and course washable. The lavish- 
ness and bigness all the accessory rooms, serving kitchens, linen-rooms, 
and nurses’ work-rooms, especially striking; bath-rooms the ordi- 
nary kind are overshadowed the amplitude rooms for showers 
and sprays every variety; for instance, there were twelve different 
fixtures one room, each which made different shape (so 
speak) spray long and narrow, another small and round, 
another fan-shaped, etc., etc. was steam spray. Then there 
were rooms for wet packs, where the patients reclined long couches; 
and rooms where either cold hot water circulates directly from the 
tap through rubber coils the chest abdomen the patients whose 
reclining chairs are placed comfortably either side the fixture. 
(No laboriously climbing fill ice-pail mounted ward table, 
while humble bucket receives the outflow. The outflow carried 
off through the same plumbing fixture.) 

For all utensils, bed-pans, basins, brooms, scrub-brushes, they 
have not closets but airy, and open. are rooms 
where the patients wash the morning (no toilet apparatus any 
kind the sleeping-rooms) where the walls are lined with porcelain 
fixtures with hot and cold water, all separated wire-glass half-screens. 
patient allowed cleanse her mouth into the ordinary fixtures, 
the centres these wash-rooms contain special fixtures for gargling 
and rinsing the mouth. glass stands nickel ring and jet sup- 
plies water for the glass. The fixtures are just convenient height the 
patient stands, and are big funnel shaped porcelain receivers with 
circular water supply like small whirlpool, which worked 
pressure the foot. don’t know what becomes the water but 
sure well looked after. These fixtures are also separated wire- 
glass screens. 

Then there are the for the glass sputum cases and 
one for all clothing before goes the laundry. These stand 
marble tile-lined rooms and the shaft where the clothes are dropped 
for the laundry also marble-lined. Also each pavilion room 
where clothes must brushed and boots cleaned. Hydrotherapy great- 
used the treatment tuberculosis, and limited extent, muscular 
exercises also. These are provided for special room. The patients’ 
bedrooms are almost all window, are absolutely simple, and may contain 
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many four patients but not more. each little bedside table 
stands large with folded towel cold water, and upon rising, 
before any clothing put on, certain wet are performed. 

While the tuberculosis side the conveniences for hydrotherapy 
seem lavish, they are compared with the other side, where 
entire enormous pavilion, more stately and imposing than the houses 
many princes, devoted entirely baths and muscular exercises. 
The entrance, with broad double stairways and corridors banked with 
green plants, might the entrance some beautiful museum. Besides 
every form water treatment there are the hot-air baths and the 
electric and the blue-light baths wooden cases, with the head 
only emerging from opening, and the plunge baths, and the mud 
baths. These most unattractive looking baths are excellent for rheu- 
matism and are lavishly used spite their cost, which the mud 
never used twice even for the same patient, about seventy-five 
cents bath. great deal massage given, and many cases, 
instead oily lubricant, soap and water used lubricate. 
Oil now only used massage the doctors order specially. Finally 
there immense hall with outfit the Zander Swedish apparatus 
for passive and resistive movements, such have seen home only 
expensive private sanitaria like Battle Creek.* 

The food Beelitz abundant and the best quality. The 
nursing supervised fully trained nurses, who have under them 
men and women attendants, and there trained matron Oberlin 
the head. keeping with the whole character the place that 
the nurses and attendants are well lodged and cared for, have generous 
salaries (for Germany unusually so), proper time for rest, and are not 
overworked. They wear very trim and pretty uniforms, the nurses blue 
with their hospital cap, the attendants pink without cap, the men 
seersucker. The force housemaids and cleaners also unusually 
ample. 

had coffee and cake the cheerful little sitting-room one 
head nurse, and delicious supper eggs and cold meat and salads 
the private dining-room another. spent half day seeing 
the place, and should have had whole day. visited the matron, 
who was Victoria House sister, but saw doctors, who have their 
own separate little villas the grounds.

Great stress was then laid upon the importance the indorsement one’s 
superintendent. Naturally some physical examination was expected, though 
mention was made that time. So, having superintendent’s unqualified 
recommendation and emboldened another year good health, under constant 
private duty, applied for the necessary papers, and was entirely unprepared 
for and discouraged the rigid physical examination required. 
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However persevered ask physician for his certificate, which refused, 
saying could not conscientiously say any nurse that she had the necessary 
strength and endurance” for “duty camp hospital, any climate,” 
the certificate requires. This physician has had wide experience with nurses, 
both coworkers and patients. 

second physician refused the same grounds, but third was willing 
sign, making note slight physical disability. Upon receipt 
application the Surgeon General’s office, was notified that physical 
condition would seem disqualify for the service.” 

Though proven endurance, not robust physique and was not sur- 
accepting only those who seem best suited for the work; but would ask the 
following questions suggested experience: 

Ist. Are there not other nurses who, like myself, heard the call 1904, 
but felt physically unfitted make response?
